At the Work Session, Dave Strout, Risk Management Consultant explained to committee the
POL/EPL 2013 Premium. Mr. Considine reviewed and recommended budgeting the $2019.32 for
the insurance. The insurance premium has gone down and this is a worth while insurance.

Mr. Pantaleo mentioned taking some of the money that has been sitting in the open space fund
and create a special account for purposes such as this. He understands that to do this the
question will need to go to the residents as a referendum.

Mr. Pantaleo agrees with Mr. Considine and thinks the money should be budgeted.

It was decided to allow the committee to make the decision in January.

Mr. Considine spoke with Mr. Duffield concerning a lawsuit between Silvergate and Orleans v.
the DEP. They have asked if the township would like to be a party in this lawsuit. This is going to
the NJ Supreme Court. Essentially there is no benefit to the township to participate. The
Township Committee was unanimous not to participate in the lawsuit.

Mayor Barbaro asked if anyone had any issues they would like to bring to the township commitiees
attention to come forward af this time.

Mayor Barbaro mentioned the possibility of snow removal. He asked if there is a contract with Dobson
Turf Management, who has assisted the township in the past. There currently is not a contract. There
is no cost to sign a contract and it puts Elk Township as a priority in the event they are needed.
Committee agreed to have a contract signed with Dobson Turf Management. Mr. Considine is
authorized to sign the contract.

RESOLUTION OF THE MAYOR AND COMMITTEE OF THE TOWNSHIP OF ELK GRANTING
DISABLED VETERAN STATUS TO ALBERT THORN AND AUTHORIZING TAX CREDIT ON BLOCK
188 LOT 4

WHEREAS, Albert Thorn owns property commonly known as 108 Twenty-Sixth Avenue and
identified on the Municipal Tax Map of the Township of Elk as Block 188, Lot 4; and

WHEREAS, the Tax Assessor of the County of Gloucester recommended to the Mayor and
Committee that the tax exemption be granted and made effective November 30, 2012.

WHEREAS, the taxes for the 4™ quarter 2012 have been paid and the owner is entitled to a
credit.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Township Committee of the Township of Elk as
follows:

1. The owner of the premises commonly known as 108 Twenty-Sixth Avenue and identified
on the Municipal Tax Map of the Township of Elk as Block 188, Lot 4 shall be entitled to a 100%
Disabled Veteran's Tax Exemption of their property pursuant to N.J.S.A. 54:4-3.30, et seq., said
exemption to be effective November 30, 2012.

2. The Township Clerk is hereby directed to forward a certified copy of the within Resolution
to the Tax Assessor so the exemption may be duly recorded in the Township's records.

3. The Township Tax Collector shall cancel all taxes due accruing after November 30, 2012.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Tax Collector be and is hereby authorized to credit taxes
on Block 188 Lot 4, in the amount of $622.29 to BAC TAX Service, P O Box 10211, SVYW-24, Van Nuys,
CA 91410 as Albert Thorn qualifies as a totally Exempt Veteran.
